for the helpe of the learnedywho are able themſelues 
to conſult with tle Aut lor inthe originall:but of 
ſuch as to whome Wwithout-fuch helpe this works 
might ſceme to bee a treaſure hid in the ground. 
And they be the men that be moſt endaungered, as 
not being able to diſcearne the Beaſt though daily 
they ſee lus footing before their face;and therefore 
had mos need of a Muhridate to WithFand his 
infection. And in my ſimple opimion, there is no one 
bool among many that hath bin penned of late to

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Hereas in theſe our daies, (whereinthe 
light of the glorious Goſpell begins to 
reuiue and ſpring a freſh) there be many 
poynts called into controuerſie: there is 
not among them any one ( Moſt noble 
prince) more difficult, or leſſe agreed v- 
pon by ſuch as write, then that queſtion 
Antichriſt, Ihe knowledge whereof, al- 
though it be moſt neceſſarie, hoth for the vnderſtanding of 
that truth which God himſelſe hath reueiled, & exceeding 
profitable for the ſtaie of the Church: yet in this poynt the 
opinions of the auncient Fathers, haue bene ſo variable and 
diuers, that we are almoſt altogether to ſeeke, what we are 
to follow and hould in this behalfe. And this diuerſitie of 
theirs, came to paſſe by this meanes partly, for that they li- 
ued in thoſe dayes wherein all the marks and tokens of this 
7niquitie (the which notwithſtanding the Spirit of God be- 
wraied and poynted out beforchand ) were not manifeſt, as 
not come to light (for as yet Antichriſt was not come to his 
height or perfe&ion:) and partlie alſo for that the minds of 
men were ſo fore-ſtalled by preiudice of an other matter, and 
ſo dazeled, yea and blinded with the glorious ſhewe of the 
Sea of Rome : that they could neuer bee perſwaded that ſuch 
miſchief could poſſibly euer riſe from thence. And although 
in time by little and little, thoſe foreſaid tokens began to ap- 
peare and ſhew themſelues, whereby that horribl: Monſt er 
might be diſcerned;and withall although that Sea it ſelfe be- 
gan now in that behalfe to bee ſuſpected by manie : yet ſo 
great was the dreadfull power and authoritie of the Biſhop 
of Rome, that they who had eſpied the light of the truth, durſt 
nat for their liues mutter or ſpeake the leaſt word. For if they 
did; they were by and by not onlie condemned in 55 pre | 
mm | 11 ynods 
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Synods as Sciſmaticks, but alſo par © death by Magiſtrates 
as Heretieks more peſtilent and haynbus thenany that euet 
lived. And ſo by meanes of feare and errour they held their 
tongues. Not nhſtanding, in the time of our Aunceſtours, 
namelie about the yeare 350, when Leo the firſt Was Biſhop 
of Rome: one Hilarious Biſhop of Vienna in Fraunce, did open- 
lie gaine: ſaie the tyrannie of the Roman Biſhop which then 
began to aduaunce and enlarge it ſelf. After that, about 400, 
yeares ago there atoſe one Arnold in Italie, ſurnamed Brixs- 
anus, who with ſtrong arguments and vehement perſwaſi- 
ons (for he was a man accompted for his time both learned 
and eloquent) handled plainelie , and vrged pithilie this 
poynt and that verie commonhe, publicklie and euen in the 
midſt of the Cittie of Rome itſelf: by which his labours and 
force of the truth, he moued manie indeed, but yet general- 
lie he could not preuaile. 8 | 
So great a coyle i was alwaies found, 
To plucks the Romith Sea toground, _ 7 
In ſo much as one Bernardus Clareuallenſis (a man who o- 
therwiſe ſtoode not ſo greatlie affected to the tirannie of the 
Romaine Biſhop; yet by meanes that men in thoſe dayes 
were generallie ſo bewitched with a reuerend opinion of the 
Maieſtie ot that Sea:) tooke vᷣpon him to toſſe, and canuaſſe 
that cenſure of Arnoldi although it were moſt true and iuſt. 
And this auncient and receaued opinion touching the ſa- 
cred authoritie of the Biſhop of Reme,continewed many ge- 
nerations and was neuer in the meane time controuled by 
aniĩe, ſaue onlie the Greeke Biſhops, and that but by afew of 
them. And in truth therein the Grecians (hewed themſelues 
to bee of a more free indgement, and wiſer diſpoſition then 
were our men, and the Biſhop of the Latine Churches, for 
they (as appeareth by the writings of Nil Biſhop of T heſſa- 
lonica,an eloquent man) carneſtly auouched thar Antichriſt, 
was not onelie come, and ſeated in the Church of God, but 
that the Biſhop of Rome himſelf was the very partie, and this 
To enforced with ſuch pregnant and ſtrong prootes:asthe 
proctours that euer that Sea had, were neuer able as yet 


to ouerthrow. But as for the Weſterne Biſhops , _ indeed 
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diſagreed in this pointe, butnotypon anie good ground or 

edel iudgement, but only caried away b the preiudice ot 

commõ cuſtome: nay they being deceiued by the great ſub- 

tilty ofSatan(who now begã to worke the miſterie of iniqui- 

tie as Paule had fore-tould)proceeded further, and gaue their 

helping hand to the ſpreding abroad of thatpeſtilent infectiõ 

(the ſuppreſſion whereof it behooued each chriſtian to haue 
endeuoured) and very buſie and pettiſh they were in helping 

and vpholding it, and in putting Oyle as you would ſaie, to 

the fire. And ſo in proceſſe of time the ſaid Biſhop of Reme 

became as big as Briartus (as it is in the Prouerbe) who be- 2 Monſirous 
fore was as little as a fooliſh Leueret. At firſt in verie deed, vn- Giant which 
der the raigne of the Henri, and after of the Fredericks;Em had a huncrad 
perours of Germanie the Kingdome of Antichriſt receiued e 
great ſtrength and encroched ypon the conſciences of men 

of all ſortes. For although euen from the daies of the Apo- 

ſtles themſelues, Sathan began to lay the foundation thereof, 

yet by reaſon of the bright ſhining light of the Goſpel, which 

in thoſe dayes was kept in all integritie in the Churche, hee 

tooke repulſe, and ſo by meanes of the worke which GOD 
himſelfhad(as it were) newly proclaimed and taken in hand 

he was inforced to be quiet & to defer his buſines vntoſome 

other time. Afterwards, looke what he had long ſince begon 

and ſomewhat brought forward hee found the meanes to fi- „ g 408 
niſn and briug to perfection vnder the Raigne of Conſtanti. „ pich hg 
nut b Pogonatus, an Emperour of ( onſtantinople. Now Sathan great beard. 
being by the meanes and induſtrie of Antichriſt (as it were 

his legate) once ſet ouer the Chriſtian Church as it were in a 

Chaire of Eſtate: he neſtled himſelf therein ſo ſure, that after. 

it proued a thing almoſt inpoſſible by any power or pollieie 

to remoue him thence : but ( euen as the ſtrong armed man 

of whome Chriſt ſpeaketh in Aathew) looke how more ve- 

hemently he was aſſaulted by the valiant Souldiexs of Chriſts 
Church Arnold, Wicklsffe, Huſſe , ferom of Prage, and ſome moe 

ſuch like. So did he as buſilie oppoſe againſtthem more wic- 

ked and vncleane ſpirits, as a ſupplie of freſhSouldiers in way 

of reſkew. For the pompe & power of Antichriſt was main- 


rained by ſuch men as were of as led a diſpoſition and of as 
B brazen 
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brazen faces as cuerliued;and that not onlie long agoe: but 
euen of late in our dayes as by Eci, Faber,Cochley and ſuch 


other prating Iackes, of che like ſtampe, by whoſe toyle-ſome 
e eee with cauills, coggs, and couzning trickes, 


the cauſe was a while cheriſhed and vpheald, But God, the 
father of all mercies, in great compaſſion, pitying the eſtate 


of the world; vouchſafed in this old · age thereof to raiſe and 


ſend amongſtvs the light of his glorious Goſpel: the power 


whereof, is the onlie inſtrument to bring Antichriſt vnder- 

foote, Therefore, he lightened the minds of our vnderſtan- 
dings, diſplayed the foggie Miſts of Antichriſtian darknes, 
and ſtirred vp his worthy ſeruaunts, as valiaunt Champion 85 
to bruſe and breake, to quell and kil the power of Antichriſt, 
For in this quarraile wherein Antichriſt was to be encounte- 
red, manie haue dealt with yeric proſperous ſucceſſe. As firſt 
and cheiflie A. Luther, and after him, (for let me ſpeake it 
without the offence of ſome, hee was not the laſt of the Pro- 
phets) Hen, Bullinger, & Ralfe Gualter : all which, were great 
and excellent men both for learning and godlines, and who 
of ſet pan wrote treatiſes againſt Antichriſt (as for John 
Caluin,T heod. Beza,lerom Zanchugerie worthie Captaines, 
andcontinual wreſtlers with Antichriſt: I purpoſe to preter- 
mit as alſo thoſe more auntient fellowes, Math. Parrit, Mich. 
Ceſennate, Io, de Poliaco, Militzius of Bohem: ) by whoſelear- 
ned writings the foundations of the Antichriſtian King- 
dome, haue bin ſhaken, yea and ſhiuered. 

Notwithſtanding, ſeeing that there ſtill remaine in the 
mindes of ſome, e ſome rubbadge, and relliques of that old 
building, I alſo haue endeuoured (moſt worthie Prince) ac- 
cording to my power, to ſcatter and ſet packing, into the pit 
of perpetual forgetfulnes thoſe ſhreds and ſheards, & that b 
the force of the mightie gunne of Gods holy word. For ſuc 
is the nature of this quarrell and controuerſie, that it requi- 
reth the helping hands of manie workmen : the ſtate where- 


ofis ſuch,as by means of ſome darke places in the Scriptures 


it could not on a ſuddaine ſo throughlie bee ſeene into, but 
daylie more and: nore be cleared and made plaine. Againe, 
there haue of late ſtarted vp new Proctours, and Pettic-fog- 
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gers to plead and prate in defence of this vſutped tyrannie, I 
meane the Jeſuites (a kindeof Droanes among the ¶Monkes, 
the vileſt dreggs of all poperie , and as may be ſuppoſed, the 
laſt brood that the himering head ofSathan hath to hatch: ) 
whoendeuour by might and maine, to make vp the breaches 
which their kingdome hath ſuſtained,Subtle workmen they 
are, who although they may ſeeme to counterfet the Syrens, 
yet in truth they are but Ihe, & Mag g- pies: in life & practi- 
ſes drawing nere to the fiſh4 Mugil, & the foule e Lari, and *Mugillisa © 
being but yeſterday ſkipped out of the Cock. boat, (arr 2 dane 
ting to theinſelues the workes of other Monkes) are by & by enge 2 
- : g a bird 
with a miſcheif mounted on Cock horſe. Now alkboveh that maketh a 
theſe ypſtart Huck ſters, bring indeed nothing els, but the great noyſe, 
ſtale arguments, and as it were the fore orne and forelorne ÞauinSlaid 
ſtuffe and baggage of the Papiſts , ſaue onlie that they haue butaliede. 
diſguiſed, painted and trickt it after the beft faſhion, & kepe 
acraking like Parrats, as if they were come from the fartheſt 
Indies: yet among the rude people, they are taken for mar- 
ueilous men, and ſuch as haue brought ſtraunge, and that ve- 
ry precious marchaundiſe. Theſe fellowes taking themſelues 
for the principall ſupporters of the Antichriſtian Kingdom, 
they vauntand bragge it out luſtelie, (as indeed they ſweate 
ſore, poore ſoules, in doing the beſt they can:) It is meete 
therforethat ſomewhat were ſaid, to thwart their wilful and 
obſtinate frowardnes eſpeciallie if ve conſider the times and 
dayes wherein we liue. . 
Now as for this my defence of the Kingdome of Chriſta- ich be 
gainſt Antichriſt himſelf and his whole f rabble, to the end it ore he called 
may be gladly accepted. and ſafelie paſſe through the hands the taile of 
of men, I cannot ſee( moſt gratious Prince)to whom Imight Antichriſt and 
better or vppon more iuſt occaſions dedicate the ſame then eee 
vnto your honour. For from your vetie cradle you haue bin H building 
ſo trained vp in godlie education by your woorthie Father 
Frederick Countie Palantine and Prince Electour, (a man of 
renowned, or more then Heroicall minde) and ſo indued by 
God himſelf with ſuch a kindlike and vertuous diſpoſition: 
that you among manic maie iuſtlie be op to be borne

ainſt the enimies of Chriſt (according to the example o 


' Dauid) both the former courſe of your lite doth ſufficiently 
declare, and the general ſpeeche of all the Godlie in Fraunce 


wil witnes the ſame vnto al ages. For Fraunce thankfullic ac- 
knowledgeth you aud your famous father (next vnto God) 


to be her Patrons, Reuengers, and ſuch as enfraunchiſed her 


into the libertie ſhe enioyeth: and therefore ſhe (that out of 


mine onlie mouth you may perceaue the minds of al the reſt 


which are godlilie affected) taketh this right heauilie, that 
ſhe is not able to commend and ſet out your excellencies de- 
ſerts towards her in ſuch ſorte as is meet. For what Oratour 
is able to frame any ſtill ſo ſtatelie, but that it willſeeme vn- 
woorthie your vertuous deſeruings. Vou being of ſuch yong 
yeares, as wherein fewe, or none can tel what warr. fare mea- 


neth: (did take vpon you twiſe) for the name of leſus Chriſt, 


and for the defence of his Church againſt Antichriſt and his 
1 5 confederacy: to leade an army with great difficulty 
and daunger into Fraunce:you, by the only brute and fame 
that went of you, did twiſe terriſie the power & hoaſt of the 


French- men, whoſe dreadfull force is knowne & telt in other 


nations. Vou haue twiſe procured peace among Nations, 
Cuntries, and Houſes, ſor ſuch as were exiles, and the free- 
donie of the Goſpel to Churches diſtreſſed. Vou to ſhut y 
al in a word, haue reſtored ynto vs our lines, naie, that whic 
is dearer to ys then life it-ſelf, the light of the Goſpell, the 
which in deepediſpaire,almolt wee neuerlooked for. 

The which great benefit, of vs al receiued from your High- 
nes, to the end I might in ſome meaſure, according to my 
hearts deſire, commend vnto poſteritie: and ſo leaue behind 
me ſome record of my thankfull minde for the ſame: I haue 

thought good in all humble and dutifull manner to of- 
fer vnto your Excellencie this ſimple worke. The 
which J entirlie befeech your {aid Highnes 
to take in good worth, Farewell, dated 
the firſt day of Auguſt, in the yeare 
of this laſt age.

Che Magiſtrates at Rome were of two ſozts:Supzeme, 
And Jnferiour , The ſupzeme Pagiſtrate was, the Empe- 
rour. And he, contrarie to the receiued cuſtome of all other 
Nations, toe vpon him to be both a King and a Pꝛieſt. Foz 
in all other places, almolt, theſe two offices are ſeuered, and 
adminiſtred by viuers: As indes the office of a Pꝛieſt, and of 
Ring are diſtinct, and diuers, But, the Romane Emperour 
not content with theſe two dignities , which are the highrlt 
vnderthe coape ofheauen:twke vp him pet a third, + became 
alſo a Tribune of the people, and that not aynuall, but ſtan⸗ 
ding and ll Inſomuch as this one high Romane 
Pagiltrate (fo long J lay as the Empyze was Jdolatrous 
and kept it ſelfe in Italie) held in his hand at once,theſe thꝛie,

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anner giue it aut, that they abandon both the name and 
companie of Chitia ass. 
No let vs come to conſider of ſome perticular popnts 
of the Papiſts dottrint ( who notwithſtanding will nec des be 
accompted the only Chziſtians and Catholikes of the wozld) 
and ſer how truely the Spirit of God hath called it a doctrine 
oppoſite and contrarie to Chziff and his woꝛd. Foz herein the 
auntient wziters agree with vs, in referring this ſpeach of 
Paule vnto the Popiſh Synagogue , that is, tothat Church, 
which boaſteth it elfe: but falſely, vnder che glozious tile of 
the true Church of Chzift ,/Bernard vpon the Canticles, 
Hom.z3 3. They are the miniſters of Chriſt (ſayth he) but 
they ſerue Antichtiſt. Hilarie agaynſt Auxentius: Vader 
the colour of preaching the Goſpell, he ſhall be contra- 
rie to Chriſt, in ſuch ſort as the Lord Ieſus ſhall bee re- 
nounced, euen while men thinke he is preached. Laſtly, 
Cbriſoſtome vpon Math, Hom. 49. That wee may bee able 
(ſapth he) to diſcerne the doctrine of Antichriſt fro that, 
that is true and ſyncere: wee are willed to make our re- 
payte to the holie Scriptures: for (ſapth he) if wee reſpect 
outward names, titles, and profeſsions, wee ſhall ſee that 
they profeſſe themſelues to be Chriſtians, And after that 
he addeth t Yea, they will outwardly pretend greater cha- 
ſtitie,and mortifying of the fleſh, then ſhall appeare to be 
among the true Chriſtians, The which we ſee andacknow- 
ledge ta iumpe very fitly with the pꝛofeſſion of Poperie, and 
to paint the ſame out vnto vs in her pzoper colours. 
Vell, let vs fee the iarre and ſquaring that is betweene 
the dottrine yl the Goſpell,and that of Antichziſt. And that 
is tu ber found eſpectally in theſe thꝛee poynts. The firlt, 
touching God and his eſſence . The ſecond, conterning the 
matterof falnation and the meanes thereof ,; The third, che 
* at God both inward and ourwary namely. of Cere- 
Concerning the Loꝛd God: the ſacred Scriptures teach 
bs pꝛincipally, and in generall theſe thee heads « * 
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that he is God only Mark, 12. 29. Deut. 6. 4. The ſecond, 
that he is of an heauer nature, not conſiſting of any earthly 
degges o humane coy Act. 7. 48. Iſai.66. 1. The 
chird that he is the Ring ofal things, eſpetially the Lozd and 
only mailter of our ſoules and conſcientes. 1. Pet. 4. 19. & 1. 
Per. 2. 25. Whereupon thele thzee concluſions will neceſſa- 
rilte followe, Firſt, that the true God cannot but hate a mul- 
titude of Gods, o2 if any ont bee ioyned to him as a fellowe, 
Secondly, that he cannot to be repzeſented by Jdolls. 
And laſtiy, that he cannot admit of anp other, to peeſcribe | 
lawes fo2 the binding of mens conſciences. 

Touching mans ſaluationand the cauſes thereof, the 
Scripture teacheth vs theſe two pzincipail things, Fir that 
the ſame is abſolute and perfect , perfourmed by the onely 
death and ſacriftce ( once offered vpon the Croſſe) of our Sa- 
uiour Chꝛiſt very God and man, Heb, 9. 20. Secondly, that 
it pꝛoceedeth freely from Sods gracious godnes towards 
vs, Rom. 3. & 4, * r 

Laſtly, toncerning religion and the wozſhip of God, the 
Scripture teacheth vs this in generall. Firſt, that it is to bit 
dꝛawne only out ofthe woꝛd * God: not taken from the tra⸗ 
ditions and pꝛecepts of men, Math. 15. . Deut. 12. 8. A- 
gayne, touching the outward actions of the Church, which 
are ſolemne ſignes and ſeales ofour ſaluation, called Sacra- 
ments:we are taught out ofthe ſame wozd of God,that God 
only is the authoꝛ of them. 1. Cor. 1 1.23. And touching out⸗ 
ward Ceremonies, which are alſo a part of Gods outward 
wozſhip; the ſame woꝛd ol God would haue but kew ol them, 
ſuch as were p2ofitable , and tended to ediſitation, to bee ads 
mitted, herein alſo, no part oz fot ot our righteouſnes con- 
EE 
are to bee obſerued foz the decent oꝛder ofthe 
2 nblie ; that ſo an outward vnifo2mitie and tome⸗ 

migbt be kept among Choiſtians, as Paule waiteth, 1, 
Cor. i. & 11. And in his Epiſtle to weden E⸗ 
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But as for the doctrine of }Soperie, What article ſhall wee 
finde there, agreeing hereunto* Fox as concerning that of one 
God: their Dininitie hath cleane raſed out that poynt 2 foz 
they haue chopped and chaunged the 2Paieſtie of the higheſt, 
and haue conueighed the ſame as it were by peece-meale vnto 
a number of newe vp⸗ ſtarts and pettie Gods of their owne. 
Foxl6oke how many Saintts they haue canonized, ſo many 
Gods haue they copned and fapſted in, to become Loꝛds of 
the earth and difpoſers ok mightie matters. Jnſomuch as one 
hath the ruling ofthe raine committed vnto him: an other the 
diſpoſing of faire weather: the third is made maiſter of dif- 
eaſes: and an other thereſtozer of health. And touching the 
heauenly eſlence and diuine nature of God: firſt , they made 
GOD himlelfe an earthly lumpe, when they teach that the 
Pope is an earthly God, and when they will needes beare vs 
in hand that their Taifer-cake , oz cruſt of bꝛead made of 
Banne, is a very true God. Setondly, they haue ſet vp a 
number of Jdolles, which they wozſhip, and appoynt men to 
wonchip God by, and thꝛaugb them: and in this poynt they 
ſhewed their wonderfull excelliue outrage, Foꝛ, ncuer among 
any Nations, no not among the Grecians (from whom they 
ſap this Jdolatrie firſt proceeded) was there the like futious 
madnes ſhewed in! Idol ⸗ woꝛſhip, as was, and is to he found 
among the Þapils, Fox they erett ſtill new Idolls, and pet 
retaine their olde:they bꝛing in foxraigners, and withal woz- 
chip their home Gods: vnknowne and knowne Gods, they 
wozſhip all alike:to be bꝛiefe, they like mad men, haue bꝛought 
in amongſt vs the perfect Nate of Paganiſm e. 
And as touching our eternall ſaluation and the cauſeg 
thereof;chep, as though the woꝛke thereof were not fully fi 
"fiſhed 6nd perfected by the only ſarrifice ol aur Sauiour, do 
daylie telebꝛate and tlyuſt vpon vs the ſacrifice of the Baſle 
for the remiſſion of linnes. In ſomuch as that deteſtable an 
-hoxrible toy ofthe opiſh Malle, hath cleane defaced and 
feared the true and only meanes of our ſalnation-3 In 
ſozt as men now a daies telt not them · lelues won the onlie 
þ * i dea 
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death and bloud-ſhed.gf Chailf Jeſus , (As fo that abbomi. 
nable Paſle of theirs, ſome waiters take it to bee the ſame 
which Daniell calleth Mahuzim. Cap. 11. 38. but herrin 
they are dertiued. Fo; Mahuzim in Daniell is taken in a 
good lence, namely, fo2 the defenced Tower of Sion, and fox; 
all that coaſt of Iewrie, t which there was no pallage: 
by which title the true God in that plate is ſet out.) But furs: 
ther they will not graunt that this our ſaluation pꝛoceedeth 
freely from the meere grace gfauour of God, but will needes 
haue it as due to our deſarts; and that it can be compaſſed and 
obtained by the power of free-will e vertue of mens wozkes, 
Laſtly,concerning the Sacraments,the outward wozſhip 
af God and Ceremonies:the wiſeſt ſozt of the Papiſts them⸗ 
ſelues(that'F ſeeke no further noz ſpend many wozds in this 
matter) do both ſee c acknowledge how therein their Church 
hath been inſtructed , otherwiſe then the wozd of God will 
warrant, And herein it ſkilleth not though the Papiſtes giue 
gloꝛious titles to their gew-gawes, calling them deepe and 
pꝛofound Wplteries', It is pzofound ſtuffe indeede, but it is 
the deepe ſubtilties of Sathan;as the ſpirit of God ſpeaketh, 
Reuel. 2.4 · Fo2 the ſpirit of God hath foꝛe· tolde that theſe 
topes ſhould be tearmed Myſteries. The Beaſt ſnal haue and 
beare in her forehead a name written, A Myſterie. Re- 
nel; 17. 5. whereby ſhe craftely couereth and clolely bꝛoacheth 
her blalphemies agaynſt Gad. Fo2 by this godly ſhewe and 
blaze of Myſterie, Secrets, &c. ſhe puts vpon her vile ſuper⸗ 
Litions, a iollie countenante of ſynceritie and godlineſſe. To 
conclude , whereas it is expꝛeſſely wꝛitten Reuel.

But herein the 
Schole-men haue ſhewed themſelues N and ouer · cu⸗ 
rious , in p2eſuming to ſet downe the number of them that 
ſhould repapʒe and relic vpon Antichziſt , The which Vigue- 
rus,and Methodius haue attempted, But it ſhall be a great 
deale mote ſafe foʒ vs, to ſtap our tudgements vpon the woꝛde 
of God, and hould that indeede the number of men is inſtnite 
(compting them by the poule , oz one by one) which ſhall im 
bꝛate this bilaſphemie , but pet not enery pertitular man 
which ſhall then be living, ſhall be ſeduced. Fo as it is inthe 
Reuela. 18.3. All people and nations, and inhabitaunts 
of the earth ſhould drinke of the wine of Antichriſt, and 
the hore of Babilon : pet not euer ſeuerall man ſhail 


.  dzinkeofthat cuppe. Fa by the great mercie of God, ſume 


were pzeſerued from that infection; which perſeuered in the 
true faith: although indeed the number ol ſuch was but ſmall, 
Fm as Chyiſt doth not bzing euery man to ſaluation zſo nei · 
ther doth Antic hilt ding al — whereas Paule 
ſaith, 1. Tim. 2:4."God would that all men ſhould bee ſa- 
ued: That, without all doubt, is tobe onder ſtood not of cuery 
perticular of each Nation but that of each Mation, ſome ſhall - 
be ſaued: the which in like ſozte is to bee vuverſtood of Anti⸗ 
chꝛiſt, when he is ſayd in the eee ae and n almen 
with his contagiousmegges. 
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That ; only the reprobate,. and ach as are or /a- 
ken ef Godt, andſhal ſtiffely and obſti- 2

impietie againtt God, and his ſacred wozd, And thole are the 
vndeleeuers, and repzobate, who are not t e chüdzen ok Gods 
and therefoze Paule tearmeth them «ToA\Avutvore, fozlozne, 
01 loſt chi And thele be the verte perſons, whome the 
cute in other places; as namelp, Iude, in his Epiſtle 
Menſorde ined, and appointed to ſuch condemna- 
tion, . And Chnitt ſaith, that They are not 
plants of his Fathers planting, Mach' 1 5.13. Iohn 15. 2. 
They are therefoze only the rebells, repꝛobates, and caſt-a+ 
wapes from God; that ſhall alwayes with ſtiffe necks ſtand 
vnto Antichzift, but not one ok the elect and true childzen of 
God: where · in alſo the iudgement ol God againſt them ap⸗ 
pearech to be juſt, fo2 ſuch periſh, as are woꝛthie of death, and 
none other, Fo} the wozd'aro\Auuiveve, loſt, ſigniſieth ſuch 
as are wozthie and haue deſerued loſing, Wherefoze neither 
the godly no the faithfull being ſuppoꝛted by God, ſhall at a⸗ 
ny time be ouerthzowne by Sathan; no, not though they liu 
in the midſt of this defection: although 
number of them (as J haue laid) was alwaies little ;them- 
ſelues dwelling in deſerts, and being ſuch as were vnknowne 
among other men: fo2 then was accompliſhed that which 
was-p2ophecied of by Tohn ; namely, that The Church of 
God ſhould flye into the wilderneiſe, 1 2,16, and 
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Apoſtacie, haule peeverh a reaſon, and that.averie ſufficient 
and iuſt one. F 02 although the Lom hath alwayes moſt vp. 
right inducements foꝛ all his decrees and iudgements, For all 
the wayes of the Lord are truth and iudgement, Fal. 25. 
roland though it be not neteſlarie that we ſhould be made 
pꝛiuie there · vntoꝛ yet, to the end that Thewiſedome of God 
ſhould bciuſlified by herchildren;Marth. 1 1. g. and that 
they there · by might be the me ſtrengthned, it ltaled the 
Spirit of God top: eld axeaſon and cauſe, of this ſo great ann 
featefu!l a iubgtment ot God vppon the wholewozld; which 
afterward inſurd. And this was it, becauſe the woꝛld through 
diſobediente, and vnbelieft, had deſtrued that heaule wzath, 
ind choſe grituous punichments at the hands of God. Fo 
Was not this a verie foule and monſtrous kind of tagratitude 
towards God; that his ſacred Goſpell; where: of they could 
ndt be ignoꝛant, but had already heard it befoze pꝛeached, yta, 
and had well perceined the power ond maieſtig of it, hould 
notwichſranding be loathed by them; and trampied virder 
fte and that in ſtead there · ul, the deuiſes ol men, the erroꝛs 
of Heretikes, impicties and ſuperſtitions of all ſoꝛts, again} 
the holy woꝛd ol God him ſelfe, ſhouldpublikely be bꝛought 
in, and with the great liking and appꝛoba ion ot all ſozts of 
mien, admitted into the Church, defended, yea and pꝛeferred 
befoze the truth of God it- ſelfe. Mhat impietie could be 
greater à what iniurie, J p2ay you, moze exceſſive and hat- 
nous, couldthere euer be ollerrd bymoztall men, vnto thei: 
uing-God;.who isiealons of his glozie ? Therefoze this pu⸗ 
niſhment bzought vpon the wozld and the Church, is atight 
end / auoie, that is, a moſt iuſt reuenge inflitted vxon the moc⸗ 
kers of his name and wo2d.$,noy7xc,,driibets and ſcof- 
fers, men that are ſet downe in Ro uers chaire. TUhence it is 
that Paule calleth the ſame puniſyment are verſ. 1 2. 
a condemnation , % Nö ſaiih he) that theſe con:

Againe, we are with-all/to-take'eſpetiail obſeruacion of 
the vehemencie ol the ſpeache which che! Spirit. of Godin 
Paule, hath vſedto expjeſſetheſeabhominable waetches i fox 
there-by it will the mozeappeare, how exceſſiue thecontempt 
was, which they had of the Gofpelland woꝛd of God, the re: 
uenge where ok is ſo hozrible,and _—_ fo great, that it ſee- 
meth there could not poſſibly be inuented a greater. To this 
purpoſe therefoze appertatneth that which Paule addeth, aud 
that not idlie oz to no purpoſe, in theſe woꝛds. g

lick. "Therefoze che word Truth, is in this plate by way of 
ſet downe koz the doctrine of the Goſpell. Ir 
| was therefo1e'a deteſtable and ſauadge kind of vnkindneſſe, 

foz men in that ſoꝛt, 'oſer light by ſuch great and pzecious 
giftes of God, nay it was moze then barbarous and 
-beaftlie careleſneſſe and impietie ; hich deſerued this ſe⸗ 
ueare piniſhment,-and ſharpe reuenge. Laſtly, Paule doth 
pet further anplifye this grieuous contempte of God (al- 
though R it 43 hainous inough 2 
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leaſt peraduenture it ſhould.ſeeme to vs Alte matter er 
ſmall offence, And be doth aggrauate the ſame both in regard 
of the manner how they embꝛaced; and of the height where- 
vnto like mad · men they aduaunced- this their rebellious aud 
blaſphemous behauiout againſt God. Foz he ſaith they did 
it eu ox ic, having pleaſure in ir; with ſuch a deſtte, ſo 
willinglp, and in ſuch greedie and earneſt manner, that there- 
inthey greatly pleaſed them: ſelues, they like d and allowed cf 
it, thty toke great delight in it; and wittingly and willingly 
made atcoumpt of it, as of a moſt pure and pꝛecious doctrine: 
and laſtly, that they pꝛeterred it befoze the heauenly woꝛd of 
the Loꝛd God him-felfe. And alluredlie this is the bigbeſt 
ſtep of madneſſe that can be, fox men, not only like ſots to ad 
mit, and appꝛoue of lies in ſtead of truth; but to xeſt aud re- 
poſe them ſelues there · inquietly,contentedlie, and in iopfull 
ſoꝛt : pea, with ſtretched· out armes to embꝛace the ſamt, to 
ſothe and ſolace them. ſelues in it, althongh in the meane time 
their tonſciences do there · in gteatiy grutch e repine againit 
it. Laſtly, the ſame Paule abbech this as an up · bot, of this 
villanie and raging madneſſe committed againſt God, that 
the ſame matter which theſe men ſo.greedelypurſue, and ſo 
entirely embzace , is nothing elle then metre Vnrighteouſ⸗ 
nes. Mhere. in, their condemnation was the greater, and 
their puniſhment the moꝛe tuff; Foꝛ it is maſt juſt q vpꝛigbt, 
that ſuth as alio w of, and mainteine-vurighteouſncs, ſhould 
be moſt ſeuearely puniſhed, Pſal:94 And where-as he calleth

There are none of 
the Popes ꝛoctours themſelues, to my knowledge, that 
make doubt, but that the Pꝛophet in that place doth ſpeake 
of Antichꝛiſt. Which if it be ſo, we may tuen out of this plate 
learne, who, and what manner of fellome this Antichziſt 
ſhould be. Foz in that treatiſe of Daniell we map behold, not 
a ſleight counterfeit, but a lively picture ot the Biſhoppe of 
Rome.
